For instance, in one of these hotels 


located on Copley square, the finest part 
of the fity, a lady has a suite of two 
rooms and bath, with private hall and 
two very largo closets for trunks, etc., 
of which tho rent is $500 a ye,ir. 


Having her own books, pictures, bric- 


a-brac, bookcases, mirror and writing 
desk, she required only furniture for tho 
bedroom and a rug, sofa and chairs for 
tho little salon. Window draperies and 
portieres were got up out of the pretty 
aud inexpensive 
"scrim"—at twenty- 


nvo cents a yard—and the entire cost of 
furnishing was within $100. The hotel 
had a dining room on tho European 
plan, and she had also a gas stove, on 
which it was easy to make tea or coffee 
in tiie morning, and with cretin, rolls 
and fruit the dainty breakfast is very 
easily arranged. Her rooms are taste-

The body of the spider is fully five 


inches in diameter and the legs are 
short and thick, being especially adapted 
to running and climbing. 
They "are 


about two inches long and are as big 
around as an ordinary lead pencil. The 
animal is of a grayish brown color, but 
is most peculiarly marked by deep red 
bands, which cross its body, extending 
clear around diagonally from shoulder 
to hip, crossing each other at the middle 
of the back and the center of tho belly. 


The fierceness of the insect and the 


marking on the back have induced the 
Indians to name it tho "Devil's Soldier," 
and they say that it is undoubtedly the 
worst foe to man in that whole country, 
making it almoot impossible for any one 
to go into the interior, for it abounds in 
siftoh numbers that no place is free from 
it, and its bite is certain death.

utructeU to the order of the Boulogne 
Mnmune society on u model dem^tied by 
one of its members. The construction 
of the new boat i» simple and euonom 
leal, and could be adapted to any su;t- 
going rowing boat. The invention con 
sisla in the introduction of air tight cop- 
per chambers, bread at the gunwale 
and diminishing at the bilge, placed on 
the outside of the boat, where they are 
equally distributed, so as not to interfere 
with the sweep of the oars. The tops of 
the chambers shelve down outward 
forming a smooth gunwale, ten inches' 
broad amidships and tapering away for« 
uud aft. 


These compartments 
are protected 


from injury by a casing forming double 
bulwarks, inasmuch as the shape of the 
hnll preserves perfectly its boatlike ap- 
pearances 
It means really a little 


more bPitm and consequently more sta- 
in lity 
The proposed new feature does 


not at all affect the speed of the vessel 
In addition to these compartments cham- 
bers can be fitted fore and aft. It haa 
been usual to place the air or cork lined 
chambers inside lifeboats, especially on 
board of ships' lifeboats, 


Tlie outward application of these air 


cases gives greater solidity to the boat's 
side in the event of being staved in, and 
will tend to prevent accidents such as 
happen through people bringing their 
weight to beat on one side of a boat when 
polling a person out of the water. A 
bo-it fitted as described has been tested 
with the combined weight of six persona 
assembled on one side. 


AU this weight failed to overturn the 


boat, the water tight compartments 
brought into contact with the water 
resulting only in giving the boat a par- 
tial list and ao far proving its resisting 
power aud buoyancy. The new boat i
